Absolute  Priority:  Under  34  CFR

of  the  Higher  Education  Act  of  1965,  as 
amended,  the  Secretary  gives  an 
absolute  preference  to  applications  that 
meet  the  following  absolute  priority.  The 
Secretary  funds  under  this  competition 
only  an  application  that  meets  this 
absolute  priority: 

Provision  of  facilities  for  advanced 
skill-training  programs  that  relate  to 
emerging  technologies  and  skill  needs. 

Competitive  Priority:  Under  34  CFR 
75.105(c)(2)(ii)  and  sec.  701(b)  of  the 
Higher  Education  Act  of  1965,  as 
amended,  the  Secretary  gives  preference 
to  applications  that  meet  the  following 
competitive  priority.  An  application  that 
meets  this  competitive  priority  is 
selected  by  the  Secretary  over 
applications  of  comparable  merit  that  do 
not  meet  the  priority: 

Renovation  of  academic  facilities. 


Selection  Criteria:  Since  the  Higher 
Education  Amendments  of  1986  have  not 
been  implemented  by  regulation,  in 
evaluating  grant  applications  in  this 
competition,  the  Secretary  uses  the 
selection  criteria  in  34  CFR  75.210. 

The  regulations  in  34  CFR  75.210 
provide  that  the  Secretary  may  award 
up  to  100  points  for  the  selection  criteria, 
including  a  reserved  15  points.  For  this 
competition,  the  Secretary  distributes 
these  points  as  follows: 

Budget  and  cost  effectiveness:  (34 
CFR  75.210(b)(5)).  Fifteen  points  are 
added  to  this  criterion  for  a  possible 
total  of  20  points.
